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Dates Are Announced For 
Canning Plant Operation; 
Registration Is Necessary

Coffee County forges ahead of 
all other Alabama counties and 
takes the lead in providing a great 
need for its people, No other coun- 
ty in Alabama can boast of five 
©§ fine and up-to-date canning’ 
plants as we have located at Elba, 
Wnterprise, Goodman, Kinston and 
Zion Chapel, 7 

Georgia has taken the lead in 
cunning projects in that they have 
locuted in the yocational schools 
of that State some 250 similar 
plants, They have seven or eight 
years start on Coffee County, but 
we feel that our county should be 
placed high up for the reason the 
Vocational Department of Georgia 
louned us an experienced canning 
man who worked with us for two 
weeks training the vocational 
teachers and other workers to 
properly operate and manage these 
Plants. We should be able to 
avoid many mistakes and benefit 
ky their many years of success- 
ful canning experience, 

lxperts tell us that for a family 
cf five people a supply of around 
750 cans of vegetables, fruits, 
m.cats and juices are needed, Re- 
sults of surveys in Coffee County 
reveal that the majority of our 
families are not providing this nec- 
essary amount of canned food. 
This is one reason why we haye 
these canning plants, 

Mr. R, L, O’Kelley, Vocational 
teacher from Georgia, who gave 
the two weeks training, says that 
il is more economical to can in tin 
cans than in glass and that in 
Georgia more people each year are 
changing over to tin cans for most 
of their canned products, 

A car load of cans has been 
ordered so as to give Coffee Coun- 
ty farmers the lowest price pos- 
sible. These cans will be stored 
at the Elba Hatchery-Feed and 
Seed Store at Elba and at the 
Warmers Exchange at Enterprise, 
Huy your cans in 100 size cases 
and save money. The price will 
run around $2.50 per 100 for No. 
2 cans and $3.50 per 100 for No. 3 
cans, 

In order to operate these plants 
efficiently it will be necessary to 
have canning days and to schedule 
certain people for each day. To 
get on the canning list you should 
turn into the vocational workers 
cf your area your name and list 
kind and amount of products you 
will have to can and be scheduled 
lor a certain day and time of day. 
These canning lists will be made 
up two or three days ahead of 
time and if you want to use the 
plants your name must be turned 
in to one of the vocational workers 
as outlined. 

Such products as beans, peas, 
carrots, etc., may be gathered and 
prepared the night before or early 
the morning they are to be canned, 
Beans, if gathered the night be- 
fore, should be scattered out in 
layers not over one inch deep, They 
should be strung before bringing 
to the plant. Corn should be gath- 
ered the day it is brought to the 
plant and left in the shuck,

A toll of 10 per cent will be 
charged, which is to go to the 
County Welfare Department to be 
distributed as needed, Those who 
patronize the canning plants should 
bring some wood along to help 
with the firing of the boiler, 

Don't forget that your name 
must be on the scheduled list be. 
fore you will be permitted to use 
the plants, See your vocational 
worker or drop one of them a card 
stating that you want to can, 

Community meetings will be 
held just as soon as it is possible 
for these workers to get around 
and more detailed information will 
be given out.

GRADUATES ADVISED TO GET 
SOCIAL SECURITY NUMBERS 


As the graduation season draws 
to a close high school and college 
students are advised to obtain So- 
cial Security account numbers be- 
fore seeking employment. This 
advice was given by E. F. Randall, 
manager of the Social Security 
Board Field Office in Dothan. 

“Many employers now insist that 
a new worker show his or her so- 
cial security number before taking 
u job,’ Mr. Randall said. 

“It is much easier to get a num- 
ber before applying for work, 
whether temporary or permanent, 
full-tirne or part-time, than it is 
to have to go to our office later 
and get a card. Meanwhile, the 
job may be taken by someone else 
who already has a number, Num- 
hers should be obtained even 
theugh there is no immediate cer- 
tainty of work. 

“Any person who works in busi- 
ness, commerce or industry is coy- 
ered by the Federal old-age insur- 
@nce system, except in a few spe- 
cific cases, There is no age limit 
on the down side, so far as cover- 
age is concerned, Workers who 
reach age 65 no longer are covered 
under old-age insurance, as the so- 
cial security law now stands, and 
deductions from their pay cease 
at that age.” 

Social Security account numbers 
may be obtained easily, quickly 
and without charge at Mr. Ran- 
dall’s office at Room 10, Porter 
Farmer Building in Dothan, Ala. 
The Dothan office serves the fol- 
lowing counties: Alabama — Bar- 
bour, Henry, Houston, Dale, Ge- 
reva, Coffee and Covington; Flori- 
ca—Holmes, Washington, Bay, 
Jackson, Calhoun and Gulf.

The 
bug does his work while the bean 
is trying to bloom and unless you 
use this poison at or before that 
time you cannot hope to kill the 
bug which is doing the harm, I 
would suggest that you watch 
your vines very closely and if you 
see any sign of bugs it is then 
time to use your derris, You 
should have a dust gun and should 
blow the dust on freely. If you 
will watch your vines very close- 
ly you can easily tell when the 
bugs are after your beans, You

Snap beans will die if the weather 
| is dry enough but the proper work 


| end fertilizer will do a lot to keep 
this down in the dryest of weath- 
ler. Most of us never think about 
|applying fertilizer to our beans 
after they have produced a crop. 
The one thing to keep in mind is 
that we must not permit the soil 
to remain packed around our bean 
vines. Use a small garden rake 
and keep the top of the ground 
yell pulverized at all times.

LATE BEANS—Most of us do 
not properly work or fertilize our 
beans and for that reason we can- 
not have late beans unless we 
plant some late ones, If you are

DIVERSION PROGRAM URGED 


AUBURN, Ala., May 19,--Form- 
ai request for the continuation of 
the peanut diversion program in 
1989 was made to the Division of 


Marketing and Marketing Agree- 
ments of the U, S, Department of 
Agriculture by delegates repre- 
senting peanut growers of Ala- 


bama and five other Southern 
States who attended a recent con- 
ference in Washington, Emmett 
Sizemore, extension supervisor, 
said today, 

The conference was requested by 
the GIA Peanut Association of 
Georgia, Florida and Alabama to 
discuss peanut marketing problems 
with Department of Agriculture 
officials, It was attended by dele- 
gates representing the GRA Asso- 
ciation of Camilla, Ga, the Pea- 
nut Stabilization Cooperative, Tne.,, 
Edenton, N, G,, the Virginia Pea- 
rut Growers Cooperative, Waverly, 
Va., and the Southwestern Peanut 


Growers Association, Brownwood, 
Texas, 

The request for continuation of 
the peanut diversion program was 
made in a resolution unanimously 
approved by the conference, The 
resolution expressed the apprecia- 
tion of peanut growers for the 
programs conducted in 1938 and 
in past years, Officers and other 
representatives of the various Co- 
operative marketing agencies at- 
tending the conference emphasiz- 
ed the necessity and benefits of 
the program in their reports on 
operations in 1938. 

These organizations assisted iu 
operating the peanut diversion pro- 
gram, which sought to help main- 
tain prices to farmers by encour- 
aging domestic consumption of 
peanuts, Under the program, ex- 
cess supplies have been sold to 
mills for crushing into oil and by- 
products at prices below those for 
peanuts sold to the edible trade, 
Payments are made to producers’ 
peanut cooperative marketing as- 
sociations to cover the losses on 
sales for crushing.

PROVIDE TEMPORARY 
GRAZING FOR 

AUBURN, Ala,—Spring farrow- 
ed pigs will soon be ready to wean 
end if they are to be carried thru 
the summer economically, tempo- 
rary grazing crops should be pro- 
vided, advises R. S. Sugg, exten- 
sion animal husbandman. Otootan 
soybeans, lespedeza, kudzu, cow- 
peas or sudan grass will prove 
satisfactory. 

‘In addition to the saving these 
crops will make in the feed bill, 
there will be less losses from in- 
ternal parasites and infectious dis- 
eases if the pigs are put on clean 
ground and kept away from old 
hog lots and mud holes. If pos- 
sible, these eight and ten weeks 
old pigs should be kept separated 
from older hogs in order to avoid 
infestation with worms. The brood 
sows and older hogs can be car- 
ried on permanent pasture or al- 
lowed to glean the fields following 
the young pigs, 

If the spring pigs are to be 
pushed for the early fall market, 
it will be necessary to full feed 
grain while they are on the graz- 
ing crops. About four pounds of 
corn and %4 to 4% pound of equal 
parts of tankage and cottonseed 
meal for each 100 pounds of hogs 
should be fed daily for maximum 
gains. If corn is scarce and it is 
desired to carry the pigs through 
as cheaply as possible and to fin- 
ish them, on peanuts or the new 
corn crop, for market in October 
and November, they can be fed 
about 1 to 2 pounds of corn per 
100 pounds liveweight daily, If 
there is plenty of grazing this will 
keep them growing and in good 
thrifty condition until the finish- 
ing crop is ready. 

Spanish peanuts or early corn 
should be available for them by 
the middle of August to the first 
of September. A mineral mixture 
of equal parts by weight of 
ground limestone, salt and char- 
coal should be kept before the pigs 
at all times and plenty of fresh 
water and shade should be pro-

PAUL PLEADS HIS OWN CASE 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 21:40—22:4; 24; 
14-16; 26:19-23, 

GOLDEN TEXT—I have lived In all 
good conscltence before God until this 
day.—Acts 23:1, 


“They say. What do they say? 
Let them say!" So reads the in- 
scription over a doorway of one of 
the great schools of England. What 
does it mean? It bespeaks the con- 
fidence of a life lived so nobly that 
the barbs flung out by wicked and 
slanderous tongues may be faced 
without fear, in fact, ignored. 


The best defense against the at- 
tacks of men is the testimony of a 
good life. Paul had lived such a 
life, and consequently when the 
hour came for him to speak in his 
own defense, he needed but to point 
to the record, It is significant that 
his enemies did not deny the facts. 
They could only cry out, throw off 
their garments and throw dust in 
the alr while they shouted, ‘‘Away 
with such a fellow from the earth!"’ 
(Acts 22;22-24), They did, indeed, 
manufacture accusations against 
him, but even the heathen officials 
knew enough to throw these out of 
court, The impotent rage shown 
by wicked men when they run up 
against the consistent testimony of 
a true Christian life is one of the 
strongest of testimonies to the gen- 
uineness of faith. 


At first glance the portions as- 
signed for our lesson seem some- 
what unrelated though taken from 
the same general narrative. A little 
study reveals a surprising unity. 

I, A Matter of Conviction (21:40— 
22:4), 

Many men and women have no 
real convictions. They are Repub- 
licans or Democrats because their 
fathers were, and often they have 
not the remotest idea of what it all 
means, They are members of a cer- 
tain denomination because they 
were brought up in it, and have little 
knowledge of its teachings and-no 
definite convictions relative to them. 


Paul was a Christian because of 
strong personal convictions of the 
deepest kind. He was reared in a 
tradition which made him a bitter 
persecutor of the followers of Christ, 
and it was a personal experience 
of the regenerating grace of God in 
Jesus Christ which made him into 
the bond slave of the One he had 
persecuted. We need more of that 
kind of know-so and say-so type of 
faith. Joining a church as one 
might joint a social club means noth- 
ing—but following Christ in full and 
free devotion is everything. 


Il. A Matter of Authority (24;14- 
16). 

Just as Paul’s life was built on 
faith which was inward, based on 
personal convictions, it was also a 
faith that was Godward, based on 
the authority of His Word. The 
Jews might call it heresy, but Paul 
stood on ‘‘all things which are writ- 
ten’’ (vy, 14); he had a “hope toward 
God” (vy, 15), and “ta conscience 
void of offence toward God"’ (v. 16). 


Those who ridicule Christianity 
would have it that faith is really 
credulity. They say we believe 
things which we do not know to be 
true, while hoping that they may 
somehow prove to be so, A man 
who reads these notes in his home- 
town newspaper recently wrote to 
ask me if I was fool enough to be- 
lieve the things I wrote. The fact is 
that we, even as did Paul, have the 
strongest of all foundations for our 
faith, namely the Word of God. 
Men act in faith on the word of their 
fellow men—their very existence is 
all bound up in that faith in men 
whom they hardly know. They be- 
lieve them, but they will not believe 
God, I suggested to my correspond- 
ent that he read I Corinthians 1:18- 
25 and 2:14. 

Christian faith calls for a personal 
belief, but that belief is not in any 
word of man, but in the Word of 
God, which abideth forever. 

Ill, A Matter of Witness (26:19- 
23). 

Inward, Godward, and now out- 
ward in witness—these are the three 
relationships of Paul's good life. He 
could plead in his own defense the 
record of his life, for he had not 
selfishly cherished a fellowship with 
God which had lighted and warmed 
his own soul and then left his fellow 
man to sit in the chilling darkness 


of sin. He was obedient to the 
heavenly vision (v. 19), and 
preached repentance, faith, and 


good works to both Jew and Gentile 
(v. 20), continuing to do so with 
God's help even in the face of severe 
persecution, 

Some people are just so good that 
they are ‘‘good for nothing.”” Such 
men do not reflect the goodness of 
God. Every attribute of God is an

active one, He is love and He does 
love. He not only is good, but He 
does good. His children should be 
like Him, They are not saved only 
that they may escape hell and enjoy 
the peace of God. They are saved 
to serve in the winning of others to 
Christ. Let us covet such a good 
life as that which Paul lived. Our 
bewildered age needs the sanctify- 
ing and stabilizing influence of such 
lives! —

In the fall of 1986 a new farm 
project was started in the county 
by a number of 4-H Club boys 
feeding beef calves, which were 
bought in the Black Belt section 
of Alabama, and entering their 
calves in the Fat Stock Show at 
Dothan the next Spring, ‘This 
project has been in operation for 
three years. Main objectives of 
the project are: 

1, To introduce a new cash crop 
to the farmers of our county. 

2, To market surplus feeds at 
a higher price through beef cattle, 

8. ‘To enrich our soil by produc- 
ing’ more manure on the farm, 

4, ‘To teach boys better feed- 
ing and management practices in 
beef production,

PATE OF 9 STATE OFFICIALS 
Alabama voters were reminded 

recently by Atticus Mullin, politi- 

cal writer for The Montgomery 

Advertiser, that the 1940 Demo- 

cratic primaries will decide sever- 

at important State offices, Mr, 

Mullin's article follows: 

“The Statewide races including 
those for three places on the Su- 
preme Court, three places on the 
Court of Appeals, the presidency 
of the Alabama Public Service 
Commission, Democratic national 
committeeman and Democratic na- 
tional committeewoman, as well as 
nine congressional places, 22 plac- 
es as delegates to the Democratic 
national convention and the pro- 
bate judge and places on the Board 
of Revenue and Court of Common 
Pleas and County Board of Hdu- 
cation will be decided by the vot- 
ers in the primary next May, 

“In less than eight months the 
voters of Alabama will again be 
flooded with appeals of candidates 
and in the midst of it all will be 
the forthcoming national conyen- 
tion of both parties with the presi- 
dential election in November of 
next year, 

“If precedent is followed, the 
Alabama Democratic Executive 
Committee will meet early in Janu- 
ary for the purpose of making 
plans for the May primary. ‘The 
committee, in its discretion, can 
obviate races for national commit- 
teeman and committeewoman and 
for the 22 delegates to the nation- 
al convention by choosing’ these 
strictly party officers itself, There 
is precedent both for allowing the 
voters in the Democratic primary 
to choose them and there is prece- 
dent equally as strong for the 
committee to choose them, 

“For the Supreme Court, the 
positions of chief justice and two 
associate justices will be at stake, 
Chief Justice John C, Anderson's 
term will expire in 1941 and his 
Successor must be chosen in the 
1940 primary and the same thing 
is true of the terms of Associate 
Justices Gardner and Foster, The 
terms of each of the tree mem- 
bers of the Court of Appeals, Sam- 
ford, Bricken and Rice, expire in 
1941, and must be filled in 1940 
primary and the same thing is 
true of the term of Hugh White, 
president of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission. The terms of 
Democratic National Committee- 
man Marion Rushton and Commit- 
teewoman Mrs. A, Y. Malone will 
also expire next year and the plac-
